In no instance has the 
disease assumed an epidemie form in 
the United States, where heat and hu- 
midity were not combined. It has 
rarely prevailed to a dangerous extent 
away from large bodies of water. It 
has never become epidemie in this 
country at an elevation greater than 
460 feet above the sea level. It has ap- 
peared as far north as Quebec and 
Halifax, but in all of the northern viel- 
tations it religiously clung to the water~ 
side. Fort Smith, in Arkansas, 460 feet 
above the level vf the sea, is the high 
est point at which the fever has ever 
prevailed as an epidemic in this coun- 
try. 

We state these facts to show what na- 
ture has done for Atlanta. She has given 
us a site 1050 feet above the level of the 
sea, an elevation that forbids the propa-

Filth can bring to our doors 
dreadful diseases, but the plague of the 
tropics is not one of them. Let ys then 
out of gratitude as well as for hu- 
manity’s sake heed. the appeals 
of those who are not so 
fortunately located.

The Berlin treaty does not enforce it- 
self, and there is trouble all around. It 
left Turkey in pewn to Russia for 300,- 
000,000 roubles in the shape of war in- 
demnity. Russia agreed not to take it 
out in territory; she seems to have pre- 
ferred to leave itso that non-payment 
em be made the occasion of another 
war when she is ready to begin it. Her 
teeth are set on the complete destruc- 
tion of Turkey as an European power, 
and sooner or later she will accomplish 
the task. It is more than probable 
that this unsettled and of course un» 
paid indemnity will be used to justify 
the next war. 

Nor are the terms of the freaty 
more satisfactory. It gives Bosnia 
and the Herzegovina to Austria, Ba- 
toum to Russia and Bayazed back to 
the Turks; but none of these conces» 
sions have been fulfilled. Austria in 
endeavoring to occupy Bosnia, finds 
that she has accumulated a very diffi 
cult task—a task that the conclusion of 
a convention with Turkey does not 
lighten to any great extent. Her army 
of occupation finds almost the 
entire people of the two provinces 
in arms against Austrian occupation ;
